FIRES IN JAPAN, 


But For O pen Space* the Japan ese C ities 
Would Un rn t p. 
On*- of tho quaint* - sights in Japan 
I* a fire. 
Hundreds oi houses are often 
burned in tho spurt »f a few hours, and 
little or nothing an fa done to atrip th" 
progress of tile flames, especially on a 
windy day. If you except t u t roof, which 
is made of ti lew, Japanese house* are 
built entirely of straw wood, bumbo* 
and p p d 
L ith ' poorer districts houses 
aru pocked clos*' together, and therefor*: 
if one happen* to catch fire sometime* 
th© who!* 
street i* humeri 'town with 
Incredible rapidity, aud the fire only 
slops a t (tom© open spue* whee* t i c ah ­ 
oot possibly spread further. It is WM un 
usual in Tokyo or some of the larger 
towns to hear of a thousand or even 
morn hon sos h iv in g lien# destroyed in 
«u afternoon or during th- night. 
No one is n to afraid of fir - than th- 
Japanese, and high ladders are posted at 
short intervals allover the towns and in 
all the Iurg* r villages, on the tog of 
which ladders a w atchm an sits all night 
and in ca** 
of fire rings a large lie!) 
hanging from tho top 
lf rung at long 
interval*, the fir- is distant, and one 
uoed not worry oueself afaint tam in g 
oat of one’* fouutaugh 
lf rung a little 
quicker, the fire is not far, but there 
uoed be no apprehension. Hut if the bel) 
I-* vigorously aud quickly tolled thou 
you may as well say goodby to your 
bouse, because in perhaps a few minutes 
It Witt lie reduced to a mass of ashes. 
The Japanese are wonderful at turn 
tug out at all hours of the night, even 
for going to look at a fire, mid men. w o­ 
men and children in the coldest nights 
in winter think nothing of w alking five 
or six mile* to go aud look at a big 
blaze. If the fir*- happens to be near, the 
excitem ent increase* in proportion to th** 
probability of one’s house being burned 
down 
You see people half scared and 
screaming, getting water wherever they 
can iu pails, wash basins, tubs or any 
thing they can lay hold of and throw 
in« it all over the woodwork so as to 
diminish the chances of ifs entoiling tire 
Then as the fire draw* nearer, and th* 
only water available ha- already been 
consumed, tile process of saving what 
one can is put into practica The amido. 
or wooden shutters, and tho sholjis, pa 
per walls, ar* quickly taken down and 
brought into a safe plac», tile m ats are 
lifted out of th* lr places, aud w ith th*1 
few article;- of furniture are quickly re­ 
moved. 
So that when the fire comes it 
ouly destroys the wooden frame of th* 
house aud tho roof. 
T hat is all. 
It is 
seldom that life is lost in these fires, ex 
copt sometimes when children or old 
people ar* 
unable «<> move, aud once 
surrounded by flames they cannot be 
reached Mid often perish.— Tokyo Let 
ter.
